Using Candy Pink and 4mm (UK 8, US 6) knitting 
needles, cast on 1 1 0 (1 1 0: 1 20: 1 20) sts. 

Row 1: Kl, pi. 

Row 2: PI, k1. 

Repeat last two rows once. 

Row 5: K2, ssk, knit to last 4 stitches, k2tog, k2. 
108(108: 118: 118) sts. 

Row 6: Purl. 

Row 7: Knit. 

Row 8: Purl. 

Repeat last 2 rows 1 6 (1 6: 1 8: 20) times. 

Next row: K2, ss, knit to last 4 stitches, k2tog, 
k2. 106(106: 116: 116) sts. 

Next row: Purl. 

Repeat last two rows 6 times ending in a p row. 
94 (94: 104: 104) sts. 

Next row: Kl, pi . 

Next row: PI, kl . 

Repeat last two rows 7 (7: 8: 9) times. 

Next row: K2, ssk, MS to last 4 stitches, k2tog, 
k2. 92 (92: 1 02: 1 02) sts. 

Next row: K3, MS to last 3 stitches, k3. 

Repeat last two rows 8 times. 76 (76: 86: 86) sts. 
Cast off. 


BACK 

Repeat as for Front. Sew together seams. 


Straps 

Using Candy Pink and 4mm (UK 8, US 6) knitting 
needles, cast on 6 sts. 

MS until piece measures 14cm (5y2in). 

Cast off. 

For the different sizes measure your child's 
shoulders and the height can be adjusted 
depending on high up you'd like the top to be. 
Sew to the top of dress. 


Bows 

Using Buttercup and 4mm (UK 8, US 6) 
knitting needles, cast on 6 sts. 

MS until piece measures 5cm (2in). 

Cast off. 

Make into bow by wrapping a length of 
yarn around the middle and sew securely 
onto the front of the dress. 

Repeat for two other bows. 


CARDIGAN 

Using Buttercup and 4mm 
(UK 8, US 6) knitting 


needles, cast on 52 (56: 58: 60) sts. 

Rows 1-4: MS. 

Row 5: MS for 4 stitches, kfb to last 4 sts, MS for 
4 stitches. 96 (1 04: 1 08: 1 1 2) sts. 

Row 6: MS4, purl across the row, MS4. 

Row 7: MS4, *kfb, kl , repeat from * across the 
row to last 4 stitches, MS4. 1 40 (1 52: 1 58: 1 64). 
Row 8: MS4, purl across the row, MS4. 

Row 9: MS4, knit across the row, MS4. 

Row 10: MS4, purl across the row, MS4. 

Repeat last two rows 11 (1 3: 1 4: 1 5) times. 

Next row: MS4, kl 5 (1 8: 1 9: 20), MS25 (27: 28: 
29), k52 (54: 56: 58), MS25 (27: 28: 29), kl 5 (1 8: 

1 9: 20), MS4. 

Next row: MS4, pi 5 (1 8: 1 9: 20), MS25 (27: 28: 
29), p52 (54: 56: 58), MS25 (27: 28: 29), pi 5 (1 8: 

1 9: 20), MS4. 

Next row: MS4, kl 5 (1 8: 1 9: 20), cast off 25 (27: 
28: 29), k52 (54: 56: 58), cast off 25 (27: 28:29): 
k15 (18: 19: 20), MS4. 

Next row: MS4, pi 5 (1 8: 1 9: 20), cast on 3 (3: 4: 
4) sts, p52 (54: 56: 58), cast on 3 (3: 4: 4) sts, pi 5 
(18: 19: 20), MS4. 

Next row: MS4, knit to last 4 stitches, MS4. 
Next row: MS4, P to last 4 stitches, MS4. a 






Repeat last two rows for 6: (8: 1 0: 1 2) rows. 

Next rows: MS for 4 rows. 

Cast off. 

HAT 

Using Buttercup and 4mm (UK 8, US 6) needles, 
cast on 90 (1 00: 1 03: 1 05) sts. 

Rows 1-5: Knit. 

Row 6: P2tog, purl across the row, p2tog. 

Row 7: k2tog, knit to last two stitches, k2tog. 

86 (96: 99: 101) sts. 

Knit st-st until the hat measures 1 6 (1 6: 1 8: 20) 
cm (614 (614: 7L 8)in), ending with RS facing. 
Next row: K2 (0: 3:1)* (k2, k2tog), repeat from * 
to end. (65: 72: 75: 76) sts 
Next row: Purl 

Next row: K2 (0: 0: 1 ) * (kl , k2tog), repeat from * 
to end. 44 (48: 50: 51) sts. 

Next row: Purl 

Next row: kO (0: 0: 1 ) * (k2tog), repeat from * to 
end. 22 (24: 25: 26) sts. 

Next row: Purl 

Next row: KO (0: 1:0)* (k2tog), repeat from * to 
end. 11 (12: 13: 13) sts. 

Next row: Purl 

Row 9: Kl (0: 1 : 1 ) * (k2tog), repeat from * to 
end. 6 (6: 7: 7) sts. 

Cut yarn leaving a long tail, thread through 
stitches and pull tightly to close. Use tail to 
stitch hat seam. 

Bow 

Make bow as for dress, using Candy Pink. Sew 
securely in place using the photo as a guide.

F ancy a summer knitting 
challenge? Then this is the 
garment for you! If you've 
not cabled before, or are a relative 
beginner, then you'll love using 
this technique to create the bands 
of detailing. It's knitted in Patons 
Soft Baby Fab which, as the name 
suggests, is a super soft yarn and 
therefore perfect for knitting 
delicate cover ups. It's sold in lOOg 
balls which pack a whopping 
368m each, meaning that it's 
excellent value-for-money - you 
can knit this cardigan for under £8!

Using Lemon and 3.25mm (UK 1 0, US 3) 
needles, cast on 70 (86: 92: 1 08) sts. 

1st foundation row (RS): (PI, k4) 1 (1:0: 0) 
times,* pi, k2, pi. 

K4, rep from * to last 1 (1:4: 4) sts, pi , (k2, pi ) 0 
(0: 1 : 1) times. 

2nd foundation row: (K1 , p4) 1 (1:0: 0) times, 
^k1,p2, k1, 

P4, rep from * to last 1 (1:4: 4) sts, k1 , (p2, k1 ) 0 
(0: 1 : 1) times. 

Beg patt 

Row 1 (RS): (PI, k4) 1 (1:0: 0) times, * pi, yon, 
k2tog, pi, k4, rep from *to last 1 (1:4:4) sts, pi, 
(yon, k2tog, pi) 0 (0: 1 : 1) times. 

Row 2: (K1 , p4) 1 (1:0: 0) times, * k1 , p2, k1 , p4, 
rep from * to last 1 (1:4: 4) sts, k1 , (p2, k1 ) 0 (0: 1 : 
1) times. 

Row3: (PI, c4f) 1 (1 : 0: 0) times, * p1,ybk, si 1, 
k1 , psso, yrn, pi , c4f, rep from * to last 1 (1:4: 

4) sts, pi , (ybk, si 1 , k1 , psso, yrn, pi ) 0 (0: 1 : 1 ) 
times. 

Row 4: As row 2. 

Row 5: As row 1 . 

Row 6: As row. 2 

Row 7: (PI , k4) 1 (1:0: 0) times, * pi , ybk, si 1 , k1 , 
psso, yrn, pi , k4, rep from * to last 1 (1:4: 4) sts, 
pi, (ybk, si 1, k1, psso, yrn, pi) 0 (0: 1: 1) times. 
Row 8: As row 2. Rows 1 to 8 inci form patt. 
Cont in patt until work measures 11 (1 3: 1 5: 1 7) 
cm (414 (5: 6: 6%)in) from beg, working last row 
onWS. 

Shape Armholes 

Care must be taken when shaping in this 
pattern. Do not work a k2tog or si 1 , k1 , psso, 
unless the corresponding yon or yrn can be 
worked and vice versa. 


Keeping patt correct, cast off 4 (6: 6: 8) sts at beg 
of next 2 rows. 62 (74: 80: 92) sts. 

Dec one st at each end of next row, then in 
every foil alt row until 54 (62: 70: 76) sts rem. 
Work 19 (19: 25: 23) rows without shaping. Tie a 
coloured thread at each end of last row to assist 
with sewing up. 

Shape Shoulders 

Cast off 4 (4: 5: 6) sts at beg of next 6 rows, then 
3 (6: 6: 5) sts at beg of foil 2 rows. Leave rem 24 
(26: 28: 30) sts on a stitch holder. 

SLEEVES 

Using Lemon and 3.25mm (UK 1 0, US 3) 
needles, cast on 44 (44: 46: 48) sts. 

Rowl (WS): Knit. 

Row 2: Purl. 

Row 3: Knit. 

Beg patt. 

Row 1 : KO (0: 1 : 2), p 1 , yon, k2tog, p 1 , * k4, 
pi , yon, k2tog, pi , rep from * to last 0 (0: 1 : 2) 
sts, kO (0: 1 : 2). 

Row 2: PO (0: 1 : 2), k1 , p2, k1 , * p4, k1 , p2, k1 , rep 
from * to last 0 (0: 1 : 2) sts, pO (0: 1 : 2). 

Row 3: KO (0: 1 : 2), pi , ybk, si 1 , k1 , psso, yrn, pi , 
* c4f, pi, ybk, si 1, k1, psso, yrn, pi, rep from *to 
last 0 (0: 1 : 2) sts, kO (0: 1 : 2). 

Row 4: As row 2. 

Keeping patt correct as set in last 4 rows (noting 
8 rows form patt rep) and working extra sts into 
patt, inc one st at each end of next row, then in 
every foil 4th (4th: 4th: 6th) row until there 
are 50 (54: 52: 60) sts, then in every foil 6th (6th: 
6th: 8th) row until there are 58 (62: 66: 68) sts. 
Cont in patt without shaping until work 
measures 1 1 (1 3: 1 6: 1 9)cm {AVi (5: 6y4: 7y2)in) 
from beg, working last row on WS. 
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CABLE CARDIGAN

Shape Top 

Keeping patt correct, cast off 2 (3: 3: 4) sts at beg 
of next 2 rows. 54 (56: 60: 60) sts. 

Dec one st at each end of next row, then in 
every foil alt row until 44 (44: 48: 40) sts rem, 
then in every row until 1 4 sts rem. 

Tie a coloured thread at each end of last row. 
Work 16(18: 22: 26) rows on these 1 4 sts for 
saddle. 

Leave rem sts on a stitch holder. 

LEFT FRONT 

Using Lemon and 3.25mm (UK 10, US 3) 
needles, cast on 40 (48: 51 : 59) sts. 

1st foundation row (RS): (Pl,k4)l (1:0:0) 
times,* pi, k2, pi, k4, rep from *to last 1 1 sts, 
pi, k2, (pi, kl) 3 times, k2. 

2nd foundation row: P3, kl , pi , kl , slip these 
6 sts onto a safety pin for Left Front Band, cast 
on one st (seam st), p2, * kl , p2, kl , p4, rep from 
* to last 1 (1:4: 4) sts, kl , (p2, kl ) 0 (0: 1 : 1 ) times. 
35 (43:46: 54) sts. 

Beg patt. 

Row 1 (RS): (PI , k4) 1 (1:0: 0) times, * pi , yon, 
k2tog, pi , k4, rep from * to last 6 sts, pi , yon, 
k2tog, pi, k2. 

Row 2: P2, * kl , p2, kl , p4, rep from * to last 1 (1 : 
4: 4) sts, kl , (p2, kl ) 0 (0: 1 : 1 ) times. 

Row 3: (PI, c4f) 1 (1:0: 0) times,* pl,ybk, si 1, 
kl, psso, yrn, pi, c4f, rep from * to last 6 sts, pi, 
ybk, si l,kl,psso, yrn, pl,k2. 

Row 4: As row 2. 

Row 5: As row 3. 


Row 6: As row 2. 

Row 7: (PI , k4) 1 (1:0: 0) times, * pi , ybk, si 1 , kl , 
psso, yrn, pi , k4, rep from * to last 6 sts, pi , ybk, 
si 1, kl, psso, yrn, pi, k2. 

Row 8: As row 2. 

Rows 1 to 8 inci form patt. 

Cont in patt until work measures same as Back 
to beg of armhole shaping, ending with same 
patt row. 

Shape Armhole 

Keeping patt correct, cast of 4 (6: 6: 8) sts at beg 
of next row. 31 (37: 40: 46) sts. 

Work 1 row patt. 

Dec one st at armhole edge in next row, then in 
every foil alt row until 27 (31 : 35: 38) sts rem. 
Work 1 2 (1 2: 1 8: 1 4) rows without shaping. 

Shape Neck 

Cast off 6 (6: 7: 7) sts at beg of next row. 21 (25: 
28: 31) sts. 

Dec one st at neck edge in every row until 1 8 
(20: 23: 26) sts rem. 

Sizes 0 and 9 months only: then in foil alt row. 
All sizes: 17 (20: 23:25) sts. 

Work 1 row patt. Tie a coloured thread at end of 
last row. 

Shape Shoulder 

Cast off 4 (4: 5: 6) sts at beg of next row and foil 
alt row twice, AT SAME TIME dec one st at neck 
edge in next row and foil alt row. 

Work 1 row. Cast off rem 3 (6: 6: 5) sts. 


irS IN THE DETAIL 

It's important when cabling that the stitches 
knitted on the cable needle are in the same 
tension as the rest of the garment. Keep your 
stitches on your cable needle close to the rest of 
the knitting, and ensure that you knit them in the 
same tension so your cables lie smoothly. 



RIGHT FRONT 

Using 3.25mm (UK 1 0, US 3) needles, cast on 40 
(48:51:59) sts. 

1 st foundation row (RS): K3, pi , kl , pi , slip 
these 6 sts onto a safety pin for Right Front 
Band, cast on one st (seam st), k2, * pi, k2, pi, 
k4, rep from * to last 1 (1:4: 4) sts, pi, (k2, pi) 0 
(0: 1 : 1 ) times. 35 (43: 46: 54) sts. 

2nd foundation row: (Kl , p4) 1 (1:0: 0) times, 
* kl , p2, kl , p4, rep from * to last 6 sts, (kl , p2) 
twice. 

Beg patt. 

Row 1 (RS): K2, * pi, yon, k2tog, pi, K4, rep 
from * to last 1 (1:4: 4) sts, pi, (yon, k2tog, pi) 0 
(0: 1 : 1) times. 

Row 2: (Kl , p4) 1 (1:0: 0) times, * kl , p2, kl , p4, 
rep from * to last 6 sts, (kl , p2) twice. 

Row 3: K2, * pi, ybk, si 1, kl, psso, yrn, pi, c4f, 
rep from * to last 1 (1:4: 4) sts, PI , (ybk, si 1 , kl ,

Row 4: As row 2. 

Row 5: As row 1 . 

Row 6: As row 2. 

Row 7: K2, * pi, ybk, si 1, kl, psso, yrn, pi, k4, 
rep from * to last 1 (1:4: 4) sts, pi , (ybk, si 1 , kl , 
psso, yrn, pi) 0 (0: 1 : 1) times. 

Row 8: As row 2. 

Rows 1 to 8 incI form patt. 

Complete to correspond with Left Front, 
reversing all shapings. 

LEFT AND RIGHT FRONT BANDS 
Left Front Band 

With RS facing, using 3.25mm (UK 1 0, US 3) 
needles, join yarn to sts on Left Front safety pin. 
Row 1 : Cast on one st (seam st), (kl , pi ) twice, 
k3. 7 sts. 

Row 2: P3, (kl, pi) twice. 

Row 3: (Kl , p 1 ) twice, k3. 

Rep row 2 and 3 9 (1 3: 1 6: 1 8) times, then row 
2 once. 

Next row: Kl , pi , yrn (to make a st), p2tog, k3. 
Buttonhole. 

Work 1 3 (1 5: 1 9: 21 ) rows, then rep buttonhole 
row once. 

Work 9 (1 1 : 1 5: 1 7) rows. Leave sts on a safety 
pin. Break off yarn. 

Right Front Band 

Work to correspond with Left Front Band, 
omitting buttonholes and leaving sts on needle. 
Do not break off yarn. 

NECKBAND 

Using mattress st, sew front bands in position. 
Sew side edges of sleeve saddles to shoulders, 
matching coloured threads and noting that 
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tops of sleeves form part of neckline. 

With RS facing and using 3.25mm (UK 1 0, US 3) 
needles, work (k3, pi , kl , p2tog) across Right 
Front Band sts, knit up 1 0 (1 0: 1 0: 1 2) sts 
evenly along Right Front Neck, knit across top of 
Right Sleeve. 

With RS facing and using 3.25mm (UK 1 0, US 3) 
needles, work (k3, pi , kl , p2tog) across Right 
Front Band sts, knit up 1 0 (1 0: 1 0: 1 2) sts 
evenly along Right Front Neck. Knit across top 
of Right Sleeve dec 2 sts evenly. Knit across Back 
Neck sts decreasing 5 sts evenly. Knit across top 
of Left Sleeve, dec 2 sts evenly. Knit up 1 0 (1 0: 

1 0: 1 2) sts evenly along Left Front Neck, then 
work (p2tog, kl , pi , k3) across Left Front Band 
sts. 75 (77: 79: 85) sts. 

Row 1 : P3, * kl , pi , rep from * to last 4 sts, kl , 
p3. 

Row 2: K3, * pi, kl, rep from *to last 4 sts, pi, 
k3. 

Row 3: As row. 1 

Row 4: K3, * pi, kl, rep from * to last 6 sts, pi, 
yrn, p2tog, k3. 3 buttonholes in all. 

Rep rows 1 to 3 inci once. Cast off loosely in rib. 

MAKING UP 

Sew rem of sleeve tops to front and back. Join 
side and sleeve seams. Sew on buttons. Sew in 
all ends.

liss is the UK charity for premature 
and sick babies, dedicated to 
ensuring that they have the best 
possible chance of survival and 
reaching their full potential. One in every nine 
babies in the UK is born premature or sick, 
which is over 80,000 babies every year, and 
Bliss provides invaluable support to families 
through one to one support and informative 
advice publications. Bliss also campaigns on 
issues affecting special care babies, as well 
as supporting research. 

In order to continue its fantastic work, the 
charity relies heavily on its volunteers and the 
general public for their time and fundraising 
efforts. Bliss has a large team of volunteers 
across the country who run family support 
groups and provide one to one support. They 
also hold a variety of fundraising events up 
and down the country, including Bake for Bliss 
and Buggy Push events. 

As part of these fundraising activities, the 
charity has a successful online craft club called 
Bliss Loves Crafts. The club is free to join and 
provides access to knitting patterns, all of which 
are suitable for premature and sick babies - it's 


not advised to follow standard baby patterns as 
a premature baby's skin is extremely fragile and 
sensitive, so these specially designed patterns 
will aid their comfort and safety. You can find 
one of these patterns on page 21, a gorgeous 
jacket designed, rather appropriately, by Debbie 
Bliss. The craft club provides a regularly updated 
list of units that require knitted items and what 
sizes they need, so you can send your garments 
directly to the units that need them and they 
will be donated to the babies. Families are 
incredibly grateful to receive these handmade

gifts, as having a baby in special care can be 
a very frightening and stressful time. As well 
as knitting patterns, the club also has recipes 
and patterns for a variety of other crafts. Even 
though these can't be sent to units, they can 
all be sold to raise money for Bliss and help it 
continue this vital work.

Next row: Using White, k8, turn.

Next row: Purl. 

Next row: Keeping stripe patt correct, k2tog. 


k8, k2tog tbi, k2tog, k8, k2tog. 20 sts. 
Cast off purlways. 

Sew seam across top and down side. 
Turn right side out. 

Press lightly then turn cuff up to finish.

Make up exactly the same as the kitten, except 
for the face, ears and tail, taking special note 
that the bottom of the hands and feet are 
worked in reverse stocking stitch, so that the 
'purl'side is the right side. 


EARS 

With right sides together, sew the inner ear to 
the outer ear, leaving the cast-on edges open 
for turning. Turn to the right side and stuff very 
lightly. Oversew the cast-on edges together, 
then sew the ears to either side of the head, 
outer ear upwards. 


FACE 

Using B, work a few back stitches across the 
centre stitch at the front of the head, 1 0 rows 
above the head increase row. Using the 
same yarn, embroider a mouth 
three rows below the 


nose by back stitching an inverted 'w'over the 
three centre stitches. Using D, work a few back 
stiches vertically for the eyes, starting 2 rows 
above the nose and leaving 3 stitches between 
the eyes. Using the same yarn, work three long 
stitches on either side of the face, starting one 
row below the nose and four stitches apart from 
each other, for the whiskers. 

TAIL 

Sew the main seam, leaving the cast-on edge 
open. Stuff the tail. Sew the open edge of the 
tail to the back of the rabbit. 

BOW 

Sew to the collar across the bow's centre, 
pulling up the stitching to create the bow 
shape.

STRAPS (MAKE 2) 

Using a 3mm (UK 1 1, US 2) crochet hook, make a 
foundation chain of 1 00 ch. Work 1 dc in 2nd ch 
and in each foil ch. Easten off. 

FINISHING 

Using E, embroider the seeds in duplicate st. 

Sew side seams of garment. 

Sew press studs evenly spaced along crotch 
edgings. 

Sew one end of each strap to front top of body, 
each separated by 7 (8: 9)cm (23A (3: 3y2)in). 

Tie straps in the back to wear. Secure and weave 
in ends.

Rows 39 and 40: 1 6C, 1 2M, 1 6C. 

Rows 41 and 42: 1 5C, 1 4M, 1 5C. 

Rows 43 and 44: 1 4C, 1 6M, 1 4C. 

Rows 45 and 46: 1 3C, 1 8M, 1 3C. 

Rows 47 and 48: 1 2C, 20M, 1 2C. 

Rows 49 and 50: 1 1 C, 22M, 1 1 C. 

Rows 51 and 52: 1 OC, 24M, 1 OC. 

Rows 53 and 54: 9C, 26M, 9C 
Row 55: 8C, 28M, 8C. 

Cast off in purl using colours as set in row 55. 

Christmas tree squares 

Make 2 in the following colours: 

Square 6: M - colour A/C - colour B. 

Square 1 3: M - colour I/C - colour F. 

Note: Do not break off the contrast colour 
- it can be stranded at the back of the work 
between each contrast section.

Repeat rows 47 and 48 once. 

Beginning knit, st-st 5 rows in M. 

Cast off in purl. 

MAKING UP 

Finish off all yarn ends neatly and securely on 
the colour pattern squares. 

Using the square placement plan to place the 
squares correctly, sew the textured squares 
together using back stitch. Do the same for 
the colour pattern squares. Make sure that all 
squares are orientated in the same way. 

Using sewing thread, oversew the wadding 
onto the back of the colour pattern squares 
along all four edges, just inside the seam line. 
Place the textured and colour pattern squares 
right sides together, matching seams and 
corners. Back stitch together along three sides, 
leaving the bottom edge open. 

Turn to the right side and then oversew the 
bottom edge closed.

Repeat the last two rows until 
cuff measures 5cm (2in) (after 
a few rows you can change to 
standard 3.25mm (UK 10, US 3) 
knitting needles if you wish). 

Casting off with a picot edge 

With WS of cuff facing cast off 2 sts, 

*place the stitch on the right needle onto the 


FLOWER (MAKE 2) 

Using a magic ring and Yellow work 1 Ode into 
the circle. 

On last st, pull White through. SI st into next 
st, ch 2, 1 tr in same stitch, 1 tr into next st, ch

Cast on 5 sts, cast off 2 sts knitwise, place the 
stitch on the right needle back onto the left 
needle, *cast on 4 sts, cast off 2 sts, place the 
stitch on the right needle back onto the left 
needle; repeat from * until you have 25 sts, cast 
on 1 St and continue as follows: 

Row 1 : K2, p2 to last 2 sts, k2 
Row 2: P2, k2 to last 2 sts, p2. 

Repeat last two rows twice (6 rows total). 
Change to Raspberry yarn and 4mm (UK 8, US 
6) needles. 

Work 13 rows ofst-st. (Length of sock can be 
adjusted here by working more or less rows.) 
With WS facing, purl 7 sts. 

Work 7 rows ofst-st on these sts. 

Next row: PI, p2tog, pi, turn. 

Next row: Sll, k2. 

Next row: P2, p2tog, pi , turn. 

Next row: Sll, k3. 

Next row: P3, p2tog. 4 sts. 

Pick up and purl 8 sts from side of heel and purl 
across remaining sts on needle. 

Work 8 rows ofst-st on the last 7 sts. 

Next row: K1 , k2tog tbi, k1 , turn. 

Next row: Sll, p2. 

Next row: K2, k2tog tbI, k1 , turn. 

Next row: Sll, p3. 

Next row: K3, k2tog tbi. 4 sts. 

Pick up and knit 8 sts from side of heel and knit 
across remaining sts. 36 sts. 

INSTEP 
Next row: Purl. 

Next row: K1 0, k2tog, k1 2, k2tog tbi, k1 0. 34 sts. 

Next row: Purl. 

Next row: K9, k2tog, k1 2, k2tog tbi, k9. 32 sts. 

Next row: Purl. 

Next row: K8, k2tog, k1 2, k2tog tbi, k8. 30 sts. 


Next row: Purl. 

Next row: K7, k2tog, k1 2, k2tog tbi, k7. 28 sts. 
Work 1 1 rows ofst-st. 

(Length of foot can be adjusted here by 
working more or less rows.) 

SHAPE TOES 

Next row: K5, k2tog, k1 , si 1 , k1 , psso, k8, k2tog, 
k1 , si 1 , k1 , psso, knit to end. 24 sts. 

Next row: Purl. 

Next row: K4, k2tog, k1 , si 1 , k1 , psso, k6, k2tog, 
k1 , si 1 , k1 , psso, knit to end. 20 sts. 

Next row: Purl. 

Next row: K3, k2tog, k1 , si 1 , k1 , psso, k4, k2tog, 
k1 , si 1 , k1 , psso, knit to end. 1 6 sts. 

Next row: Purl. 

Next row: K2tog across row. 8 sts. 

Break yarn (leaving enough to sew seam) and 
thread through sts. Secure firmly. 

FLOWER (MAKE 2) 

Using a magic ring and Yellow, work 1 0 dc into 
the circle. 

On last St, pull White through. SI st into next 
St, ch 2, 1 tr in stitch, 1 tr into next st, ch 2, si st 


into same same st; repeat 4 times and finish 
off leaving a long tail to sew flower. Pull Yellow 
threads tight and darn in. 

MAKING UP 

With mattress stitch sew the sock as smoothly 
as you can using Raspberry for the main section 
and Jade for the rib. Weave in any loose threads. 
Sew flowers to the side of socks.

KNITS ON A PLANE 

Q rm going on holiday in 
a couple of weeks and 
would like to take my knitting 
on the plane as it's a long flight. 
Do you know if that's ok? 

Dawn Francis, London 


A Anna says: It depends on 
the airport security and 
your airline. I have had knitting 
needles taken off me before 
flying so I would check with the 
airport and airline first. If you're 
worried that they might be 
taken off you then I would go 
prepared - if you are halfway 
through a project I would take 
it off your needles and keep the 
stitches safe by placing them on 
a circular stitch holder such as 
the one pictured above (£6.20 
from www.loopknittingshop. 
com). Even if there is a problem 
with your needles, at least your 
knitting will be safe! 


YARN SUBSTITUTE 

Q My pattern asks for a 
brand of yarn that they 
don't sell in my local shop, so 
I was wondering if it would be 
OK to use another type of yarn? 
Kerry Travis, Glasgow 


A Sarah says: It will be fine to 
use a different yarn than the 
one specified in the pattern, just 
make sure that you look at the 
stitch gauge in the pattern and 
the weight of the recommended 
yarn so you can buy a yarn with 
similar properties. Also, it's very 
important to knit a swatch as 
you may need to alter the needle 
size to match the gauge in the 
pattern. As you can see from the 
picture below, needle size can 
alter the gauge of the swatch; 
the smaller of the swatches was 

It's important 
— that you knit a 

gauge swatch 










knitted on 3.5mm needles and 
the larger on 5mm needles, so it 
is important to find a needle size 
that properly suits the gauge 
in the pattern. 

EYE OF THE NEEDLE 

Q l've been knitting for 
a year but so far have 
only made scarves! I'm in the 
middle of knitting my first hat 
on straight needles and the 
pattern says I need to sew the 
seam together using a knitting 
hand needle. I have sewing 
needles, so would it be OK to 
use one of these instead? 

Sally Reid, Kent 

A Anne says: The different 
between knitting sewing 
needles and sewing needles is 
that knitting sewing needles 
have large eyes for yarn to fit 
through. Also the point is blunt, 
so that you don't separate the 
yarn while you are sewing 
together, therefore I wouldn't 
recommend you using a sewing 
needle. You can buy knitting 
sewing needles from most local 
craft stores or online. I like the 
ones available at Hobbycraft.

051 6524, and they only cost 
£1.30 for two. 


KNOTTY KNITS 

Q When joining a new piece 
of yarn after finishing the 
ball I'm using I normally knot 
the two ends together and carry 
on knitting. But this leaves a 
knot at the front or back of my 
knitting, so is there a better way 
of Joining two ends? 

Ellie Fisher, Stockport 


A Jo says: Knotting the yarns 
does work but there are 
ways of joining yarns that you 
won't be able to see. When 
joining yarn because you've come 
to the end of a ball, you can knit 
a couple of stitches using both 
pieces of yarn then drop the 
finished ball. You can see how this 
is done from the swatch pictured. 
Once you have finished knitting 
make sure you sew in the ends. 


Use this method to

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ON THE GO 

Q l like knitting on the train 
to work but wish I had 
something to stop my yarn 
from getting tangled! What 
would you recommend keeping 
it in to stop this happening?

A Anna says: When knitting 
on the move it's a good 
idea to have a yarn holder, such 
as this really nice version from 
Hobbycraft (right) which costs 
£5. It will keep your yarn safe 
from tears and from getting 
tangled in your bag. It also has a 
handy hole in the top so you can 
keep the yarn in the holder even 
while you are knitting perfect 
for your train journeys! You can 
buy online at www. hob bye raft.

Pin the nose in place on the head and pad it out 
with a little stuffing before stitching it in place.

Next row: K1 3, m 1 , p3, m 1 , kl 4, m 1 , p3, m 1 , 
k13. 50 sts. 

Next row: PI 3, k5, pi 4, k5, pi 3. 

Next row: Kl 3, m 1 , p5, m 1 , kl 4, m 1 , p5, m 1 , 
kl 3. 54 sts. 

Next row: PI 3, k7, pi 4, k7, pi 3. 

Continue to increase in this way, adding 1 st 
each side of the panels on every alt row until 
you have 15 sts in each panel. 

Next row: Kl 3, pi 5, kl 4, pi 5, kl 3. 

Next row: PI 3, kl 5, pi 4, kl 5, pi 3. 

Repeat last 2 rows 3 times more. 

Work 4 rows g-st and cast off. 


To make up 

Before sewing the seam of the skirt 
you need to measure its length 
and depth. Now using the skirt 
as a template, cut a piece of 
net twice as long and twice 
as deep as the skirt.

Next row: Inc in each st across row. 1 6 sts. 

Next row: Purl. 

Next row: *K1 , inc in next st; rep from * to end. 
24 sts. 

Next row: Purl. 

Next row: *K2, inc in next st; rep from * to end. 
32 sts. 

Next row: Purl. 

Next row: *K3, inc in next st; rep from * to end. 
40 sts. 

Work in st-st for 1 0 rows. 

Next row: Kl , *yfwd, k2tog, k2; rep from * 
ending last rep, kl . 

Next row: Purl. 

Knit 2 rows and cast off. 

To make up 

Sew the back seam. Thread ribbon through the 
holes at the ankles. 

HEADBAND 

Using 4mm (UK 8, US 6) needles and B, cast on 
76 sts. 

Knit 4 rows and cast off. 

BOW 

Using 4mm (UK 8, US 6) needles and B, cast on 
7 sts. 

Knit 60 rows. 

Cast off. 

To make up 

Sew the short ends of the headband together, 
then sew the short ends of the bow together. 
Fold in half with the seam at the centre back. 
Run a gathering thread through the centre of 
the piece and draw up to form a bow shape. 
Sew the bow to the centre of the headband. 
Embroider flowers and leaves into the centre of 
the bow if desired.

CAST ON - THUMB METHOD 

■ USE THIS FOR AN EXTRA-STRETCHY EDGE 


MAKE A SLIPKNOT 

■ START ALL KNIHING PROJECTS WITH THIS EASY KNOT 



Twist the yarn into a loop, and form 
a second loop of yarn to pull through the 
first one. 



Tighten the first loop into a knot around 
the second. This will now be your first 
cast on stitch. 




Wrap the ball end of the yarn 
anticlockwise around the needle. 
Push the needle through the loop. 


Slide the loop off your thumb and 
tighten both ends. Repeat steps 2-4 
for each stitch. 




Make a slipknot with a long tail of 2.5cm 
(1 in) per stitch that the pattern asks you 
to cast on. 


Loop the tail end of the yarn around 
your left thumb, and slide the needle tip 
into this loop. 


CAST ON - TWO NEEDLE METHOD 

■ USE THIS FOR A STRONG, HARDWEARING EDGE 






With the slipknot on your left needle, 
insert the right needle from front to 
back of the loop. 


Wrap the ball end of the yarn 
anticlockwise around the right needle. 
Pull this through the loop. 



Insert the left needle tip through the 
front of this new loop, dropping it off 
the right needle. 



Repeat steps 1-3 as needed, forming 
new stitches from the top stitch 
on the left needle. 


CAST OFF 

■ WHAT TO DO WHEN YOU'VE REACHED THE END 



To begin, knit only the first two stitches 
in the cast off row.

Push the left needle through the first 
stitch. Lift it over the second stitch and 
off the right needle. 



With one stitch now on the right 
needle, knit another stitch and repeat 
step 2 until you reach the row end. 





Cut the yarn leaving a 15cm (6in) tail, 
and pull the tail through the final 
cast off stitch.

KNIT 

■ LEARN THE STITCH THAT EVERYONE'S CRAZY ABOUT 



Insert the right needle into the left 
needle's top stitch, from front to back, 
with the yarn at the back. 



Hold the yarn around your right index 
finger and wrap it clockwise around 
the right needle. 



Using the right needle, pull this new 
loop of yarn through the stitch on 
the left needle. 



Ease the stitch off the left needle, 
keeping the new stitch on the right 
needle. Repeat these steps. 


PURL 


■ A KNIT STITCH ON THE OTHER SIDE 




Insert the right needle into the front 
of the left needle's top stitch, with 
the yarn at the front. 


With your right index finger, wrap 
the yarn anticlockwise around the top 
of the right needle. 



Using the right needle, pull this new 
loop of yarn back through the front of 
the stitch. 



Ease the stitch off the left needle, 
keeping the new stitch on the right 
needle. Repeat these steps.

FOUNDATION CHAIN 


■ LIKE CASTING ON, THIS IS THE BASIS FOR YOUR CROCHET PROJECT 



To start make a slipknot around your 
crochet hook. 


Bring the yarn around the hook from 
the back to the front and catch the yarn 
with the hook. 


With the yarn still under the hook, bring 
the hook through the slipknot to create 
a new loop. 



Lengthen the chain by repeating steps 
2-3, creating a new chain 
stitch with each repeat.

■ HOW TO START THE NEXT ROW 


■ FINISH OFF YOUR CROCHET PROJECT 





Cut the yarn, leaving a 15cm. Draw this 
end through the loop on your hook. 


At the end of the row, work chain 
stitches into the last loop to equal the 
height of the next stitch.

Carry the yarn over the hook again, 
and draw this through both loops on 
your crochet hook. 




Carry the yarn all the way over your 
crochet hook and insert your hook 
into the next stitch. 



Carry the yarn over the hook and pull this 
through the stitch. There are now three 
loops on the hook. 



Carry the yarn over the hook and pull 
it through the first two loops 
on the hook.

Knitwear designer and Love Knitting expert Sarah 
Keys shares her favourite yarns and top tips to 
inspire your baby knitting 


Who taught you to knit, and how long have 
you been knitting for? 

My grandma taught me to knit when I was a 
little girl. I then didn't knit at all when I was a 
teenager, and it wasn't until I was studying for a 
BA degree in Fashion Design at Leeds University 
that I had to do a semester in knitting as part 
of the course, and realised how much I liked it.
